In view of the decision made by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, mailed on 
22 June 2004, wherein the rejection of claims 1 and 3 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Rook et al. (1996), in view of Verbik et al, is affirmed; and the rejection of 
claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rook et al. (1997), and the rejection of 
claim 4 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rook et al. (1996), is reversed, the 
present claim 4 is in condition for allowance.
